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HISTORY  OF  THE  ClIURCII 


Tiiic  field  assi;,nu'(l  to  this  Church  is  more  honored  in 
its  lii^toric  memories  than  in  its  name.  From  tlie  early 
days  of  Colonial  history,  Noddle's  Island  was  a  refuge  for 
the  oppressed.  Here  the  eeeentiic  but  humane  ^hiverirk 
opened  his  hospitable  door  to  give  shelter  to  such  as  he 
thought  had  unjustly  fallen  under  the  displeasure  of  the 
resolute  magistrates  of  Boston.*  Here  nearly  a  genera- 
tion later,  the  little  baud  of  Baptists,  wiio  laid  the  founda- 
of  the  first  Church  of  our  faith  in  tiiis  city,  obtained  a 
quiet  retreat  from  the  interference  of  the  civil  autiiori- 
ties,  and  on  the  Sabbath  made  a  sanctuary  of  the  house 
of  Mr.  Gould,  then  the  only  resident  upon  the  island. 
Nearly  two  hundred  years  thereafter,  and  the  number  of 
habitations  had  not  increased.  The  j)opuIation  first  began 
to  multiply  in  A.  D.  18o2,  when  the  East  Boston  Com- 
pany commenced  its  operations;  since  which  time  num- 
bers and  wealth  have  continued  rapidly  to  accumulate. 
Tiie  date  of  the  commencement  of  this  Society  is  eleven 


The  Ei)i.scopali;in  Maverick  of  East  Ilostoii  was  in  11.35  forbidden 
entertain  strangers,"  lest  tjjey  :^llould  lie  of  a  lierctical  turn. 
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years  later,  wlien  the  population  liad  grown  to  about  four 
thousand,  and  wlien  reliji'ious  societies,  viz.  the  Maverick, 
Univcrsalist,  Mctliodist  Episcopal  and  Konian  Calliolie, 
had  ])lantcd  tliemselvcs  here  and  struck  their  roots  into 
this  virgin  soil.  Twelve  years  have  passed,  and  we  have 
now  a  population  of  more  than  seventeen  thousand  in- 
habitants, nine  rt-llgious  societies,  and  a  ra|)idl}'  increasing 
poindation. 

Tiie  first  measures  taken  to  i'orni  a  churrli  was  early  in 
the  summer  ol"  ISl,"!,  wlicn  an  inquiry  was  started  by  a 
brother  Nason  which  led  to  a  careful  investigation  into 
the  number  of  persons  belonging  to  Baptist  churches  in 
various  places  residing  here,  from  which  it  was  ascertained 
that  there  were  not  fewer  than  forty  Ba[)tist  members. 
Denied  the  privileges  ^vhi(dl  tliey  had  enjoyed  at  their 
spiritual  homes,  tlicy  naturally  and  mutually  sought  com- 
munion with  one  another,  held  social  meetings  in  their 
private  dwellings,  and  united  in  a  hearty  fi-llowship,  the 
memory  of  which  has  not  yet  lost  its  fragrance.  Tlic^c 
private  privileges  created  a  desire  for  those  more 
public.  An  offer  of  a  Hall  for  public  worship,  made  by 
the  East  Boston  AVharf  Company,  was  accepted,  and 
fitted  for  the  use  of  a  congregation  in  Oct.  184.'],  just  in 
season  ibr  the  perlbrmancc  of  the  funeral  rites  of  the  ex- 
cellent brotiicr  Nason,  in  whose  house  the  first  meeting 
had  been  held. 

Beibre  entering  upon  an  undertaking  Involving  so 
great  a  responsibility,  and  one  to  which  tlie  brethren  felt 
themselves  une(pial,  a  committee  of  brethren  here  was 
chosen  to  meet  a  coniinittee  of  brethren  from  tiic  city 
churehes,  to  consider  the  propriety  of  an  attempt  to  estab- 
lish Bajitist  pleaching  here.     The  answer  of  the  churches 
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by  tlu'ir  Committee  -was  dated  Sejit.  2,  1 S 13,  and  reads 
thus  :— 

"  ]'()lii/,  that  we  recommend  to  the  brethren  in  East 
lioston  to  go  t'orward  in  tlieir  nndertakini:  to  establish  a 
I'lajitist  interest  in  that  [.lace  ;  it  being  undcr>tO()d,  how- 
I'ver,  that  this  conHiiittee  do  not  hereby  jilcdge  (he  several 
churches  to  whiih  they  lielong  to  any  iiemniiary  aid  in 
the  enterprise." 

Some  at  the  time  were  tearful  that  we  should  subtract 
unduly  from  tiie  strength  of  the  chuii  lies  un  the  otiier 
side;  but  it  was  the  \rry  general  o]miiiin  that  a  church 
was  needed  here,  and  ought  to  be  formed  M;ithout  delay. 
Looking  back  upon  our  natal  hour,  it  is  jdeasant  to  rc- 
mendier  that  we  were  not  born  in  a  tem|>est  of  uidVaternal 
dissensions,  nor  cradled  in  the  lap  of  luxury,  nor  dandled 
upon  the  Ibstering  knee  of  any  mother  elmnh  ;  but  that 
the  call  of  (!od  was  distinct  tor  us  to  commence  and  come 
into  a  peaceable  possession,  and  that  necessity  tauglit  us 
the  true  wisdom  of  going  alone  as  soon  as  wc  were  able, 
and  e\en  \vlien  in  conseciuenee  of  weakness  we  ■were 
compelled  to  stagger  a  little. 

I'ublie  services  were  immediately  commenced,  and 
Kev.  Hiram  A.  (Graves,  then  Eilitor  of  the  Clnistian  IJe- 
flector,  was  engaged  to  supply  the  pulpit  one  year. 
Measures  were  taken  to  form  a  church,  and  early  in  the 
ne.\t  summer  the  ?iames  of  those  prcipo<ing  to  unite  in  the 
formation  were  obtained.  Articles  of  Faith  and  a  Cove- 
nant were  adopted  Aug.  It.  ]M  (,  and  Nichols  Litchfield 
and  Uenssalaer  Baiker,  elected  deacons.  A  Council 
com[)osed  of  brethren  from  seven  of  the  churches  in  the 
city,  the  church  in  Chelsea,  Candjridgc[iort  and  Ilinghami 
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met  Nov.  7,  of  the  saiiie  year;  and  after  tlie  usual  exami- 
nation voted  to  proeced  ti)  a  reeop;nitiiin. 

The  serviees  upon  tliat  oceaslon  were  eondiieted  as 
follows:— Keadini^r  of  the  Scriptures  by  luv.  J.  \V.  Ohn- 
stead,  of  Chelsra  ;  Prayer  by  llev.  J.  Vv.  Tarker,  of  Cani- 
briihjeport  ;  Sermon  by  ]Iev.  Uaron  Stiiw,  of  15ald\vin 
riaee  ;  I'rayrr  of  lUMo-nition  by  Kev.  William  Ila-ue,  of 
Federal  St.:  Ui-iit  Hand  of  LVllowship  by  Mw.  VuAVu,  II. 
Neale,  of  Fir.-^t  Church  ;  Char^re  by  Itcv.  It.ibcrt  d'urn- 
buU,  of  Harvard  st. ;  I'rayer  by  lie  v.  Sereno  Howe,  of 
Ilingham. 

The  church  was  now^falrly  established.  The  onerous 
duties  and  feeble  liea!tlv:of  Mr.  (Graves,  forbade  the  eon- 
tinuanee  of  liis  labors  teyond  the  term  of  his  engagement ; 
and  he  tound  a  convenient  and  satisfactory  way  ofrelea.se 
by  introducing  his  venerated  father,  who  received  an  in- 
vitation to  settle  as  the  jjastor  of  this  churcli  at  a  meeting 
held  Oct.  25,  ISM. 

This  was  shortly  after  accepted.  While  a  cheerful  and 
animating  ]tro<pect  ^vas  0[ienlng  before  the  church,  a  sml- 
den, calamity  overlook  us..  The  Hall  which  had  been 
fitted  up  with  great  care,  and  at  an  expense  of  nearly 
:?G00',  took  lire  veiy  early  in  the  morning  of  Jan.  14,  IS-lf), 
and  with  every  thing  in  it  was  buiaied  to  the  giound, 
making  a  total  loss  to  the  Society.  "  (  usl  tli,,ni,  hitl  not 
flcstn>;/eil,"  the  next  Sal)l>alh  found  us  worshiping  in  tiie 
Maverick  Hall,  where  we  sojourm'd  during  four  brief 
mouths,  and  then  in  cotiseipu'uce  of  the  demolition  of  tiie 
building,  we  were  cum|ielled  again  to  remove.  Tlie  truly 
catholic  ^Maverick  Society  allbrded  us  a  convenient 
place  of  woi'shi[)   tor   three    months   longer,   until  a  new 
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Hall  was  crL'ctL'il  on  tin-  f'onner  site,  and  into  wliicli  we 
enterLMj,  tenants  witlnnit  an  abiding'  ])lace. 

Kver  since  \vc  liave  looked  l)ark  npnn  that  as  a  golden 
Oj)[iortnn!ty  for  hiiildinL' ;  Init  the  i.ecnniary  ieeiih_'ness  of 
the  Soeiety  liindered  the  etVort,  and  the  sympatliy 
a\vakened  hv  oitr  nii>l()i-tunes  evanesced  without  ulfiji-dinu- 
us  a  substantial  pmlit. 

The  external  ^i-uwth  of  tlie  ehundi  had  hitherto  de- 
pended upon  accessions  from  other  churches,  but  in  the 
winter  and  spriuLf  of  IMT,  a  time  of  spiritual  refre.diing 
was  enjoyed,  and  about  thirty  were  achled  unto  the 
chureli  fi-om  the  world.  After  a  prol)atIon  of  nine  years, 
the  genuineness  of  the  greater  portion  of  those  conversions 
is  attested  by  the  sincere  and  Christian  lives  of  the  con- 
verts. 

"While  the  church  was  in  its  prosperity,  there  was  given 
to  it  that  "  thorn  in  the  llesli  "  of  all  the  churches— tlie 
removal  of  tlie  ]iastor.  After  a  ministry  of  tlire'e  years 
]\Ir.  Craves  handed  in  his  resignation  of  the  j)astorate, 
June  7,  is(7.  He-au^e  he  had  decided  that'll  was  his 
duty  to  remove,  the  churcli,  with  great  reluctance,  con- 
sented, and  he  went  to  MetinuMi,  carrying  \vitli  liim  the 
ntFeclion  of  the  churcli,  and  the  respect  of  the  conuminity 
in  this  part  of  the  city. 

Then  succeeded  the  unpleasant  experience  of  a  shep- 
herdless  ilock  extending  through  six  months,  but  which 
was  filially  terminated  by  extending  an  inVitation  to  Itev. 
]\tiles  Santbrd,  recently  (jf  Chicago,  111.,  to  become  jjastor. 
lie  accepted,  and  the  services  of  his  installation  were 
held  Dec.  20,  184  7,  when  Uev.  T.  F.  Caldicott  preached 
the  seruKjn,  itev.  U.  II.  Xeale  gave  tlie  hand  of  fell.jwship, 
Kev.  J.  Ijlaiu  charged  the  candidate,  liev.  N.  C'olver  the 
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chuirb,  and  Ilev.  J.  Barnard  (illored  the  prayer  of  in- 
stallation. 

The  current  of  liii^tory  runs  smoothly  alont,^  throu'j;h 
tiie  next  two  years,  with  no  other  marked  orcurrence 
than  the  now  iainillar  one  of  change  ;  i-emiiidin'j;  the 
church  perpetually  of  its  iionieless  condition.  The  ne- 
cessity of  leaving  the  Hall  in  1^<1L)  set  the  chureli  to  ne- 
gociating  for  a  building  uhieh  might  serve  as  a  peiinaiient 
place  of  worshij).  The  re^ult  of  all  the  delilierations  was 
the  removal  to  a  new  chapel,  more  commodious,  and  lin- 
ished  with  sjiecial  reference  to  the  wants  of  the  chuivli 
and  society.  The  ^Vinthrop  JMoek  in  which  the  church 
■worsliipped  gave  it  a  name  by  which  it  was  known  for 
more  tliaii  two  years.  At  the  dedication  of  this  new 
chapel  Aug.  IDth,  hSlO',  liev.  H.  A.  Craves  jircaclied  his 
last  sermon  to  thispeojile.  Long  an  unwilling  exile  from 
Lis  loved  country  in  consequenre  of  ill  health,  he  re- 
turned from  Jamaica  in  hope  of  continuing  in  this  vicini- 
ty. His  tbnd  hope  was  disai)pointed.  Again  he  re- 
treated from  the  rigors  of  our  climate,  tarried  a  few 
months  away,  and  despairing,  of  lite,  returned  home  the 
next  summer  to  die.  His  strength  gradually  declined 
until  jS^ov.  3d,  ].s:)(>,  when  in  a  (irm  hojie  of  a  blessed 
immortality  he  peacel'ully  expired  at  the  house  of  his 
lather,  at  Bristol,  11.  I.  His  sepulchre  is  now  with  us  in 
the  Ijcautifid  shades  of  the  Woodlawn  Cemetery. 

The  experitaent  of  the  "free  seat"'  system  had  been 
made  before  the  last  removal,  but  the  success  did  not 
equal  the  expectations  fnrnicd  of  it,  and  on  entering  the 
new  chajiel  it  was  aban(lonc<l  and  the  customary  method 
of  renting  pews  resumed.  Under  encouraging  prospei.'ts 
the  Society   moved  onward,   prosj)eiing   in   the  enlarged 
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accoiiinioilatinns  and  in  tlic  licarty  confidence  C'.\i>tinj.r  li^- 
tween  pastor  and  people.  A  year  more  filled  up  its  cir- 
cuit, and  then  came  the  repetition  of  the  fornicr  trial. 
]Mr.  Saniui-d  handed  in  hi.s  resignation  in  Jan.  Is.-jI,  nut 
hcrause  h.'  had  I-.touic  di^atlected  towards  them,  hut  as 
the  record  sa}'s,  "  expres.^iuL^  and  cherishiuL^  a  l'ooiI  feel- 
ing towards  the  chun-h  and  society."  He  accepted  an 
invitation  which  had  heen  jiresented  to  liim  hy  the  chnr<!i 
in  Gloucester,   and  his  lahors  closed  with  us  in  Januarj-, 

The  removal  of  Mr.  Sanfnrd  eldlled  somewhat  tlie 
e.xpcctatiohs  of  the  society.  The  usual  elfects  of  the 
destitution  nl'  a  jiastor  ibllowcd,  prostrating  the  energies, 
and  M-attering  ihe  members  of  the  congregation.  After 
an  interval  of  live  months,  our  present  pastor,  Ilev.  James 
N.  S)  kes,  then  of  Chelsea,  accepted  an  invit.ition  to 
settle  with  us,  and  eonuncnced  liis  labors  the  first  of  July, 

The  dearth  which  liad  sadly  alllicted  many  of  tlie 
churches  lor  several  years,  was  in  the  Spring  of  IS.yJ 
gladdened  with  refreshing  showers.  Our  loved  Ziijn 
shared  in  the  very  general  favor.  .Souls  were  quiikciicd 
into  life,  and  the  Lord  added  to  the  church  a  number 
■who,  we  trust,  -will  be  found  among  the  blcs-cd. 

The  long  felt  want  of  proper  accommodations  for  social 
meetings  and  for  the  Sabbath  school,  the  embarrassment 
arising  from  the  necessity  of  jiaying  annually  a  large  rent, 
and  the  serious  reluc'tance  of  strangi.-rs  coming  into  our 
neighliorhood  to  identify  themselves  with  a  Society  own- 
ing no  place  of  wur3hi[),  united  in  one  plea  to  jiersuadc 
to  a  revival  of  the  cnterpri.^e  of  buihling.  Tiu^  subjct 
was    brought  before  the   Society  in  a  meeting  held  April 
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li,  IS.VJ,  ami  it  was  tlicre  drcidcl  that  an  vlYvvt  gliouM  be 
made.  Tlici-c  .irt-UKMl  to  be  no  otlier  ahei-native  than 
eitlier  to  biilM  (ir  to  yield  to  the  diHcouragenients  and  dis- 
S(j!ve  tile  Soeiety.  'J'liere  were  too  many  ])!easant  a'-soeia- 
tii.riis  eonneeled  with  tin;  ]iast  and  too  strontr  a  eon\letioii 
of  the  importanre  of  the  field,  to  yield  submissivtdy  to 
the  last  ;  and  there  ^'eenled  to  be  wanting  the  pecuniaiy 
ability  i-equisite  tor  so  important  and  onerous  an  under- 
taking. No  plaee,  aileipiale  to  the  ai'commodation  of  the 
Soeiety,  eouhl  l)e  diseovered  which  did  not  involve  so 
great  an  outlay  as  to  place  it  <juite  beyond  their  power 
to  attempt  it. 

During  two  years  sueeeeding,  the  subject  was  in 
almost  constant  agitation  ;  subsi'i'ijitions  were  raised,  and 
with  entire  unanimity  tin'  site  was  agreed  upon,  and  the 
purchase  of  the  lot  we  lunv  occupy  was  eilected.  By  a 
special  act  of  incorporation,  the  name  was  ehanged  to 
that  of  the  Cuilnd  Si/mire  JJii/i!isl  Sorirli/,  adapting  it  to 
the  new  location.  At  length,  in  the  Sirring  of  IS,",  I,  the 
prospects  brightened.  TIk;  subscription  was  biought  up 
to  aliDUt  siii.ouu,  ;,n,l  the  liberal  olfers  of  an  individual 
to  furnish  a  loan  lor  the  remainder  of  the  cost,  induced 
the  -Society  tq  adopt  a  plan  and  t'onclude  the  eonti'act  tor 
building;  and  early  in  the  s[>ring,  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  sujierintend  the  building  were  instructed  to 
commence  the  woik.  .Services  were  held  at  the  laying 
ot  the  corner  stone  in  jNhiy  ;  an  address  was  delivered  by 
the  Pastor,  and  prayer  was  ofFered  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Graves; 
•with  the  usual  cert'iuony  of  depositing  documents  relat- 
ing to  tlie  Society  and  the  city  govermnent.  The  work 
proceeiled  ra[iidly,  and  in  September  we  were  pei-mittcil 
to  enter  and  occupy   the   ba-<ement.   animated  with  the 
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pleasant  i'eclin^r  tliut  we  liail  at  last  anivcd  at  a  lioiue. 
Siiici;  tlu'  ]jrrcv(lin^'  April,  the  .Society,  liciii;,r  uiider  the 
iircessity  of  varatinir  the  ehapel  Avhich  liiey  had  oecupi.Ml 
for  more  than  four  yoai's,  Iku!  \voi-shi|)|ifil  in  the  house  of 
tiie  Maverii-k,  now  a  second  time  ihcy  having'  |iresented 
us  with  liberal  oII'lts  ot' aeeonunodation  and  granted  them 
gratuitously. 

Among  the  pleasant  remliiiseences  of  that  period  we 
plaee  these  tokens  of  I'ln  i,>tiaii  eourtesy,  which  in  addi- 
tion to  that  which  we  improved,  Avere  extended  to  us  by 
the  Mei'idian  St.  Methodist,  and  the  I'uitariau  Soeieties. 
During  this  period  of  eiianges  which  often  prove  disas- 
trous, the  eongregution  generally  remained  united,  audi 
witii  cheerful  unanimity  endured  t!ie  inconveniences  ami 
sustained  the  responsibilities. 

Owing  to  an  unusual  and  unexpected  jiressure  in  the 
business  eommuiuty,  tiie  resources  on  which  the  Society 
had  placed  reliance  were  cut  oil",  and  this  awhile  threat- 
ened serious  eud)arra>sments  in  the  autumn  of  this  year, 
But  the  resolute  zeal  of  a  few  individuals  met  the  crisis, 
;\nd  the  work  went  on  without  the  least  iiiterru[)tion,  un- 
til in  the  early  part  of  the  ensuing  A])ril  the  work  was 
completed. 

The  house  was  publicly  dedicated  to  thi'  worship  of 
r.od  April  4,  IS,-,.-,.  On  that  occasion  the  Church  were 
gr.itified  with  this  unusual  siglit  :  — All  who  had  served 
them  as  i,aslors  since  the  iormation  of  the  rhurcli,  were 
present,  antl  by  them  the  scr\iccs  of  the  dedication  were 
lirincipally  perfornu'd.  'J'hey  saw  the  consummation  of 
what  they  had  long  and  .levoutly  wi.shed. 

The  li.m.M'  is  built  in  the  Londjardic  style  of  architec- 
ture—h.iving    its    tower   ap;'.rt    altogether  from   the  main 
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buIIJIng,  but  coniR'L'teil  witli  it  by  a  Lircular  lean-to  and 
surmounted  by  a  spire  risiiij:  one  liumliid  and  fifty  feet 
above  tlie  level  of  tlie  pavement.  Its  (liniciiKions  are,  in 
the  extreme  lenj^'tli,  lOS  iV-ct;  widtli,  fifty-five  fcrt  ;  main 
buildin<5,  seventy-eiu'lit  feet.  It  CDiitaiiis  uni'  imndred 
and  eighteen  pews,  and  in  all  its  arrangements  is  chaste, 
•convenient,  and  in  all  respects  well  adapted  to  the  wants 
■of  the  Church  and  Society.  The  entire  C(»st  of  the  land, 
•building  and  furniture,  is  about  twenty-eight  tiiousand 
dollars. 

Very  soon  after  the  dedication  of  the  house,  the  seal  of 
divine  approbation  seemed  to  be  laid  upon  these  labors, 
and  an  interesting  revival  of  religion  commeneed.  The 
minds  of  the  entire  congregation  seemeil  to  be  j)enetrated 
with  a  quiet  but  powerful  inlluenee,  and  week  after  week 
witnessed  the  ]i0{)eful  conversion  of  a  very  interesting 
portion  of  the  congregation,  thirty-five  of  whom  were 
added  to  the  Church  by  baptism. 

AVith  these  advantages  the  Society  has  gone  along 
prospering,  gaining  in  numbers  and  mutual  attachment, 
and  readily  and  lieartily  coiJpcrating  in  whatever  de- 
mands are  made  upon  it.  'J'lie  want  of  a  respectable  and 
<-onvenient  ]ilace  i'nv  garnering  the  sacred  dust  of  our 
dead  has  just  been  supplied  at  an  e.\peii>e  of  several 
hundred  dollars,  and  a  beautiful  lot  been  ]nirc!,ased  and 
neatly  entdosed  with  an  iron  fence  in  the  Woodlawii 
Cemetery. 

The  Sabbath  School  has  steadily  prospered  and  in- 
creased until  it  now  iu;nibers  something  over  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  members,  and  is  supplied  with  an  ellicient 
Board  of  Oflicers  and  fiithful  Teachers.

Ft-w  words  will  i^uflice  r(,-;[iL'Cting  our  general  aim  and 
conduct  thus  Car.  \\\-  have  endeavoi-e(l  to  retain  our 
allegiance  to  Christ;  kniiwing  no  Master  Init  Him,  and 
persuaded  that  the  true  position  of  the  diseii)le  is  tliat  in 
whit-Ii  he  ret\i>cs  '•  t(i  go  t)eyond  the  word  of  the  Lord,  to 
do  loss  or  more";  tru-tiug  in  his  merits  alone  as  the  con- 
dition of  pardon,  and  striving  to  ol)t<iin  fi'oin  his  fulness 
the  life  of  the  soul  ;  and  expecting  the  day  when  a  second 
time  he  will  ap[)ear  M'illiout  sin  unto  saUation. 

Up  to  the  ]iresent  time  we  have  lived  in  peace  among 
ourselves  and  with  our  neighlioi.s.  By  mutual  concession 
and  by  a  charitable  construction  each  of  the  other's  acts, 
we  have  kept  free  from  intestine  broils,  and  have  j)roved 
that  it  is  both  good  and  pleasant  for  "  brethren  to  dwell 
in  unity." 

l>ecided  as  we  always  have  lieen  in  our  convictions  of 
truth,  and  l\'Aii\ir  Innwid  to  miintain  "the  faith  once  de- 
livi'red  to  the  saints,"  we  h  ive  never  been  involved  in 
([uarrcis  with  others  of  the  girat  household  of  faith,  being 
persuaded  that  '•  the  wrath  of  man  worketh  not  the 
righteousness  of  Uod."  Nor  have  they  ever  encroached 
upon  our  religious  rights,  or  done  aught  to  disturb  the 
harmony  of  good  neighborhofjd.  On  the  contrary,  when 
necessity  has  pressed  heavily  upon  us,  when  discourage- 
ment hung  over  our  jirospects,  they  have  come  forward 
not  only  with  words  of  cheer,  but,  proving  the  genuine- 
ness and  sincerity  of  tl.cir  words,  they  have  translated 
them  into  substantial  acts  of  kindness.

V.  4,  5,  II,  i'J,  y.i.  And  from  Miletus  ho  scut  to  Ephesus,  and  called  the 
elders  of  the  church,  'i'ake  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all 
the  liock  over  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you  overseers,  to  feed 
the  church  of  God.  which  he  hath  jiurchased  with  his  own  blood,  .^cts 
XX.

Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every  one  of 
you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  GoiL  hath  prosjiered  him,  that  there  bo  no 
gatherings  when  I  come.  1  Cor.  .\vi.  2.  'I'hen  the  same  day  at  even- 
ing, being  the  first  day  of  the  week,  when  the  doors  were  shut  where 
the  discijiles  were  assembled  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  came  Jesus  and  stood 
in  the  miiKt,  and  saitli  unto  them,  Peace  be  unto  you.  Jno.  .\x.  I'J. 
I  was  in  the  r'pii  it  on  the  Lord's  day.     Itev.  i.  lU.     And  after  eight  days

the  first  day  of  the  week,  when  the  disciples  came  together  lo  break 
bread,  Paul  jircached  unto  tlieiii.     Acts  .\.\.  7. 

X.  That  \\wvc  will  1.0  11  ivsiuTOctiun  of  the  just  and  the 
unjust;  ami  tiiat  tiie  Lord  .Irsits  t'lirist  will  ronic  a  si'rond 
tiniu  tojud;,rc  liotli  the  living:;  and  the  dead;  when  those  who 
shall  have  eontinued  or  died  iinjienitent  and  unreeoneiled  to
